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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, "a partial connection (65) is stored" is indefinite because a 
connection is not stored but connection information may be stored. The Examiner 
recommends amending the claim to include the word "information" after "connection". 

Further, the statement "in which partial connection the first part of the connection 
information is fixed" is also indefinite and should be rewritten to properly recite the 
intended purpose of what is fixed and where it is fixed. 

Also, "a connection (52) is stored" should be rewritten to recite how the 
information about the connection is stored because a connection in itself cannot be 
stored. 

Furthermore, "the bearer employed" has no antecedent basis for "the bearer" and 
should be written as a bearer, however the statement is still lacking definiteness as the 
statement reads "comprising the bearer employed", which has no connection with the 
prior statements of the claim language and should be rewritten accordingly. 
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Because claim 1 , is indefinite then claims 2-6 are also indefinite by virtue of their 
dependency. For substantially similar reasons claims 7-9 are also indefinite" 
Appropriate action is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effectis for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
McConnell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,822,954). 

Regarding claims 1 and 7-9 McConnell teaches a WAP gateway 1 (see figure 1) 
with means for implementing a protocol layer stack 20 (see figure 2). The WAP 
gateway 1 has a bearer link with wireless clients 4 and connections to radio interfaces 
and a server 10 (see column 4, lines 1-10). Applications are established through the 
gateway by first storing partial connection information (i.e. an address IP/MSISDN) that 
is stored in the gateway, then authentication takes place and a response is received 
from the RADIUS server regarding authentication then a full connection takes place for 
using a specified service (i.e. accounting service) (see column 12, lines 35-55). 
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Regarding claim 2, information on a receiver's address, application address and 
protocol layer is employed (see column 12, lines 39-57 and column 16, lines 53-56). 

Regarding claim 3, information on a sender's address and application address is 
employed (see column 12, lines 39-57). 

Regarding claim 4, a WAP gateway (see figure 1). 

Regarding claim 5, an origin server communicating with a WAP terminal (see 
figure 1). 

Regarding claim 6, banking services from an origin server to a WAP terminal 
(see column 16, lines 23-35).
